Priest Offers 


Solution For 
Japan's Problem 


Cee te ee eee 


Washington — (NC) —A_ three- 
point solution to Japan’s popula- 
tion problem was proposed here by 
the Rev. Etienne Durecu, member 
of the Paris Foreign Mission So- 
ciety and missionary in Japan for 
12 years. Father Durecu visited 
here en route back to Japan after 
a seven-month stay in his native 
France. 


The. missionary’s program calls, 


for (1) a land reclamation pro- 
gram, (2) revival of Japanese in- 
dustries, and. (8) emigration of 
Japanese to countries willing to 
receive them. 


Considerable stretches of moun- 
tain land, now barren, could be 
made productive to support num- 
erous Japanese families, the priest 
izer, machinery to work the land 
and a considerable amount of per- 
severance among the people who 
attempt to farm it, he stated. 


In proposing a revival of indus- 
tries, the priest noted that the Jap- 
anese government is already taking 
steps in this direction. Some of 
the industries were destroyed by 
the war and others became idle 
when Allied occupation officials 
halted production of war material. 
Father Durecu said he realized that 
expanding of Japanese industries 
would vose the problem of finding 
foreign markets, but added that 
this is not an insoluble problem. 


The French missionary men- 
tioned Brazil as one country that 
might be willing to accept Japa- 
nese immigrants. The country al- 
ready has a colony of about 600,- 
000. Other countries that might 
receive Japanese, he said, are Aus- 
tralia, Canada and the United 
States. He found encouragement, 
he said, in the fact that a bill is 
now before the United States Con- 
gress which would permit a quota 
of about 100 Japanese to enter 
the country each year to become 
American citizens. Present legis- 
lation bars Japanese from becom- 
ing American citizens. The Judd 
bill, passed this year by the House 
of Representatives but deferred by 
the Senate, would provide quotas 
for all Oriental countries. 


Father Durecu stated that Jap- 
anese immigrants would make good 
citizens, can be assimilated, and 
would make good farmers and ex- 
cellent house servants, both of 
which he said seem needed in the 
United States. 


Estimates are that Japan -can 
adequately support about 60 mil- 
lion people, the priest said. At 
present the country has a popula- 
tion of 82 million and is increasing 
at the rate of about one and pne- 
half million a year,

“Goggle-eyed kids and just plain 
people all over the Washington, 
D. C., area served by WMAL-TV 
saw it in various degrees of black 
and white waves and wiggles. 

“But not so deft, even ‘we don’t 
want any code for comics.’ Nod- 
ding approval were Carl (‘The 
Berry’s) Grubert; Jo (‘From 
Nine to Five’) Fischer; Frank 
(‘Bo’) Beck and Al _ (‘Kerry 
Drake’) Andriola—whose work 
was objected to by NCCM several 
years ago. 


“Mr. Breger looks like Dave, 
horn-rimmed spectacles and all, 
but he didn’t do what his inkling 
probably would have: ask to see 
a proposed code for comics or 
at least hear it. Dr. George R. 
Ellis, Washington, D. C., member 
of the Board of Directors of the 
National Council of Catholic Men, 
had the National Organization 
for Decent Literature Code for 
Comics in his head and in his 
pocket, but that’s as far as it 
got. 


“The panelists were lined up 
face to face with the cartoonists, 
but didn’t see eye to eye with 
them. Under the white hot glare 
of the studio lights they register- 
ed their opinions on a vote meter, 
each panelist having a dial point- 
er before him scoring from “Yes” 
to “No” with appropriate grad- 
ings in between. The cumulative 
vote showed up on a large clock- 
ae device registering from 0 to 


“Do comic books have a harm- 
ful effect? Yes. Are newspaper 
comics harmful to children? No. 
(Seore 24). Should comic books 
be censored? Yes. Crime comic 
books took a terrific beating of 
85 out of a possible 100 bad 
points.

The Chinese prelate did not fore- 
see any “bloody persecution” of 
Catholics in China in the near 
future. The blows of the Reds 
at the Church will be far more 
subtle and consequently more dan- 
gerous, he said. 


He related that when one Chi- 
nese town was occupied by the 
Reds, a communist official called 
together the Catholics and ad- 
dressed them in the church. 


“He will not permit you to be- 
come martyrs,” the official told 
them. “We know you have a say- 
ing that ‘the blood of martyrs is 
the seed of the Church.’ We will 
not make you martyrs, but apos- 
tates.” 


To achieve this apostacy, the 
Archbishop said, the communists 
have set down three techniques, 
each aimed at doing away with 
the Church’s leaders—the Bishops 
and priests. 

The first technique is to find 
something to pin on the Bishop 
or priests for which they could 
be prosecuted and sentenced. If 
this fails, the next technique calls 
for completély isolating the Bish- 
op and his priests from the faith- 
ful. This is done by putting pres- 
sure on the faithful not to visit 
their spiritual leaders and to avoid 
services. 


The third technique calls for the 
faithful themselves to get rid of 
their Bishops and priests. The 
faithful are told that they will be 
discriminated against if they do 
not do so. They are promised that 
if they do get rid of them, Cath- 
olics will not be molested and will 
be given more freedom to meet 
for religious worship. 

This last technique has worked 


in a number of places, the Arch- 
bishop said.

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No Compromise of ‘Laws Of God Or His 
Church’ Has Been Made By Hierarchy 
Or Priests; Secular Press Reports Mislead

Difficulties of communication, mainly caused by police 


state censorship, still leave obscure and baffling many aspects} 
of the latest developments in Church-state relations in Czech- | 


oslovakia. 


Headlines in some newspapers have characterized these} 


developments as a “retreat” of the Church. Others have 


spoken of the Bishops “bowing” 
to the demands of the communist- 
dominated Prague regime or “re- 
versing” their previous stand. It 
is safe to say that any such in- 
sinuations of lacking courage or 
yielding on matters of principle 
are wholly unwarranted. 


The Czechoslovak Bishops have 
not yet had an opportunity to ex- 
lain their actions. But there can 
no doubt that whatever steps 
they deemed necessary in order to 
alleviate an extremely dangerous 
situation were prompted by the ae- 
sire to (1) pre e the spiritual 
unity of the Church, (2) prevent 
greater evil, and (3) arrive-—if at 
all possible—at a bearable arrange- 
ment under which the fundamentai 
rights of the Church are upheld in 
the face of a regime claiming ful] 
power over body and soul of the 
people. 

Those familiar with the Czech- 
oslovak situation counsel that these 
three points ought to be firmly 
kept in mind in any attempt abroad 
to evaluate the Bishops’ action in 
permitting the priests under their 
jurisdiction to take—with clearly 
defined reservations — an oath of 
loyalty to the republic and its re- 
gime and to accept the higher sal- 
aries proffered by the state.

Whether these conciliatory “_ 
will succeed in ameliorating the 
situation, appears at this moment 
problematical. Three developments 
of recent days do not augur well 
for any improvement of Church- 
state relations. 


There is, first, the appointment 
of Alexej Cepicka, the communist 
Minister of Justice, as head of the 
newly-formed “State Office for 
Church Affairs,” which has 
assumed sweeping powers in con- 
trolling financial and administra- 
tive matters, including the right of 
appointment, of all religious bod- 
ies. Cepicka, though nominally a 
Catholic, is considered by inform- 
ed persons the arch-foe of Cath- 
olicism in Czechoslovakia. He is 
held directly responsible for all 
the previous steps taken against 
Bishops and priests, which were 
planned and ruthlessly carried out 
under his direction. He is being 
described as “blasphemously irre- 
ligious.” 


Second, according to Prague 
press dispatches, the government- 
sponsored “Gazette for the Cath- 
olic Clergy” gloatingly referred to 
the new church law as “a visible 
mark of victory of the common 
clergy over the dishonest efforts 
of the high Catholic Hierarchy,” 
and told priests that. their first 
obedience 1s owed to the govern- 
ment, not to their Bishops. 


A third development, reported 
from Vienna, indicates that com- 
munist propaganda is already at 
work to twist the latest pronounce- 
ment by the Czechoslovak Bishops 
into an indication of divided coun- 
sel within their ranks. Triumph- 
antly asserting that Archbishop 
Josef Beran of Prague—isolated 
in his residence—and two of. the 
recently appointed Auxiliary Bis- 
hops “refused” to sign the state- 
ment, the communist press seeks 
to spread the impression that these 
three prelates form an intransig- 
ent minority within the Hierarchy 

There is nothing to support any 
such communist claims. Too much 
is known abroad about the attitude 
of all members of the Czechoslo- 
vak Hierarchy—repeatedly and un- 
animously expressed in their joint 
statements—to warrant such sus-

semi-imprisonment is not the least 
of them — may have prevented 
Archbishop Beran from nigning 
the latest statement of the Hier- 
archy. But whatever these rea- 
sons may be-—they furnish no 
grounds for suspecting either him 
of exaggerated intransigence or 
the signers of the statement of 
weak-kneed . subservience to the 
power of the regime. 

Certainly, no subservient spirit 
emanates from the Bishops state- 
ment to their priests. According 
to the excerpts available here, 
priests have been given strict in- 
structions to take the prescribed 
oath of loyalty to “the Czechoslo- 
vak Republic’and the people’s dem- 
ocratic regime,” promising “not to 
do anything that would be against 
its interests, security and unity,’ 
with this formal reservation added 
“Unless it is in contradiction to 
the laws of God and the Church and 
the rights of man.” 


While the Bishops decline to ac- 
cept the salary increases for them- 
selves and their staffs, each priest 
under their jurisdiction has to de- 
clare solemnly to his superior that, 
in accepting the state’s salary he 
does “not assume any obligation 
that would violate my conscience 
as a priest nor the Church laws.” 


Throughout the statement, it is 
repeatedly made clear that the 
laws of God and the Church re- 
main supreme and that what may 
be interpreted as conciliatory ges- 
ture, taken under “the pressure 
of external circumstances,” consti- 
tutes in no way a compromise with 
principles. “We know you are not 
altering your attitude, your mater- 
ial unselfishness and your unshak- 
able fidelity to the Church, which 
you yourselves spontaneously pro- 
claimed before this law was en- 
acted.” 

This was a reference to previous 
spontaneous declarations by 
priests, expressing their determi- 
nation to refuse the salary increas- 
es or to bow to the dictates of sec- 
ular authorities. 

Regarding the insinuation that 
the Bishops “reversed” themselves, 
new information received makes 
it clear that this. charge, 
is not justified. It arose from 
a statement which was attributed 
to the Czechoslovak Bishops but, 
in reality, emanated from a group 
of representatives of various dio- 
ceses. 

While it is true that this latter 
statement urged reasons why 
priests should reject the salary in- 
creases, the full text shows that 
it also contained the following 
clause, not previously | reported: 
“We leave the final decision as re- 


the much-stressed oath of al- 
legiance to the Republic to our 
Bishops.” 

This decision has now been tak- 
en by the Bishops—for better or 
for worse. -The world’ will soon 
learn whether this last attempt to 
‘restore internal peace in Czech- 
oslovakia is successful or whether 
the battle will go the bitter end.

OU have heard a great deal about Study 
or Discussion Clubs. Probably you 
have participated in them and lost interest, 
because the things you were asked to study 
did not have any special appeal to you. 


Why not make the instructive articles 
in this paper the subject of study and dis- 
cussion? Why not invite your neighbors 
to join you—eight or ten of them—and use 
this paper as the basis? In every issue it 
contains at least two articles on the first 
page which are brimful of instruction, re- 


lating chiefly to the things non-Catholics 
ask. Then there is “Father Quiz” who an- 
swérs a questien in every issue. In the 
“Right or Wrong” column current world 
events are interpreted according to Catho- 
lic philosophy and theology, and the under- 
lying error in many a movement, and in 
many an utterance of a religious or poli- 
tical leader, 1s pointed out.

WHILE the Catholic Church is often branded as intolerant 

she challenges any one to produce a single instance in 
all history where the Catholic Church officially persecuted 
other groups of Christians or Jews. Some of the best 
writers on the Jewish question admit that even when there 
was only one Christian religion, namely, the Catholic, Jews 
were always treated with benign tolerance, with the one 
exception of the drastic measures taken during the Spanish 
Inquisition. But even here the most noted historians, in- 
cluding Jewish, will testify that they were not subjected to 
the Inquisition because of their religion or race, but rather 
because many among them had joined the Moslems in a 
conspiracy against the State. Many of them joined the 
Catholic Church in order to bore better from within, as 
the Jewish Encyclopedia admits. 


Jewish authorities tell us that the Jews were never 
treated better than in the city of Rome, which should be 
“argument sufficient” to prove that the Church as such never 
persecuted them. In recent years they had no greater de- 
fenders than the Pope, Cardinals and Archbishops of var- 
ious countries, who, during the late war, protected and har- 
bored them from Nazi police. 


The same non-Catholic historians who admit this, also 
admit that persecution was a cardinal principle of Pro- 
testantism in every country in which it acquired temporary 
ascendancy. 


Everyone should be familiar with the Penal Laws of 
|England, the persecution of Catholics in Scotland and 
Switzerland long ago, with the Kulturkampf (MayLaws) in 
Germany during the last century; with the disabilities 
under which Catholics have labored for several centuries 
in the Lutheran Church State countries of Sweden, Norway, 
Denmark. Qn this side of the ocean Catholics were perse- 
cuted in all the Protestant colonies, while the Catholie 
colony of Maryland has been called “the cradle of religious 
and civil liberty.”

JE YOU ARE ASKED: 


Who Preserved The Bible? 


THE ANSWER JS... 


When They Ask 
ARE the original writings of the New Testa- 
ment in existence? 

No, they are not. There are three early cen- 
tury copies of the original, one in the Vatican 
Library, one in the British Museum, and one, 
strangely, in Moscow. 

Then how do we know that the modern ver- 
sions contain the entire revelation of God or are 
even correct translations? ' 

That can be known only on the authority of 
the Catholic Church; yet, odd as it may seem, the 
“Reformers” accepted the Catholic Bible as it 


‘twas. Luther translated it anew into German 


without questioning its genuineness, its inspira- 


tion, or the correctness of the translation, which 
was probably the thousandth hand-copy of pre- 
vious copies. - 


The Bible should be an authority only in| 


Catholic hands, for they alone have good grounds 
for believing the translation they use is an accu- 
rate rendition of the original writings. All 
others can only asswme these things. But their 
assumption is very inconsistent, because they re- 
ject the authority of the Catholic Church in other 
matters. The determination of which writings 
were inspired, and which not—~and there were 
many reputedly inspired writings ‘ antil the 
Church made her pronouncement—<called for in- 
fallible authority.

Irish Parliament in 1689 when, for 
a brief period, the Catholic major- 
ity held the reigns of power in 
their own country, on which Lecky, 
the Protestant historian, com- 
mented as follows:

Unionist historian confesses to be 
‘far in advance of its age,’ estab- 
lished absolute religious ffeedom 
and equality, Its authority was, un- 
fortunately, of brief duration, and 
when power reverted to Protes- 
tants, they replied by a Penal Code, 
which was aptly described by Ed- 
mund Burke as ‘a machine of wise 
and elaborate contrivance, as well 
fitted for the oppression, impover- 
ishment and degradation of a peo- 
ple as ever proceeded from the 
perverted ingenuity of man.’ For 
centuries the Irish Catholic major- 
ity were mere serfs, persecuted 
and prosecuted, ‘only existing,’ as 
an eminent judge declared, ‘by the 
connivance of the government.’ It 
seems a little strange at first sight 
that the bitterness of those days 
should survive in the persecutors 
and not in the persecuted. The 
Orange outcry against Popish in- 
tolerance is unsustained by one 
title of proof.”

More than one-third of the agri- 
cultural counties in the nation’s 
35 top farming states now are or- 
ganized for farm-to-farm_solici- 
tation of such products as wheat, 
corn, milk and beans. Solicitation 
reaches its nation-wide highpoint 
in late October and November, 
with a dedication climax in the 
Thanksgiving season. 


Catholics have been active in 
the program since June 1948. Co- 
sponsors with the National Cath- 
olic Rural Life Conference are 
Church World Service and Luth- 
eran World Relief. 


Commenting on the need for re- 
lief food overseas, Rt. Rev. Msgr. 
L. G. Ligutti, executive secretary 
of Catholic Rural Life, said on his 
return from Europe: 

“There are some signs of light, 
some of visions of hope, but mis- 
ery and suffering, hunger and 
fear still lurk at every threshold. 
That’s Europe as I saw it. The 
need is great, the time is short— 
ours is the task.” 

To meet that task, organiza- 
tion of ‘individual counties now is 
in its most intensive phase, Ray 
F. Murray, Catholic Rural Life 
representative on the CROP cab- 
inet, said. Each committee on 
which major church, farm and 
civic organizations are represent- 


ed. 

Mr. Murray pointed out that the 
emphasis in CROP is on the giv- 
ing of commodities, although cash 
is accepted and exchanged for ex- 
portable products. The commodi- 
ties are shipped overseas in bulk 
and distributed by church agen- 
cies to the neediest, regardless of 
race or creed. 

Effectiveness of the program is 
shown in a letter from Archbish- 
op Wendelin Rauch of Freiburg, 
Germany. Writing about the re- 
ceipt of a large shipment of CROP 
powdered milk through Caratas, the 
Catholic relief distribution agency 
in in Germany, he said: 

“For us misery-stricken people 
this generous gift proved once 
more that Christian love and 
readiness to help their fellows are 
still strongly alive in the Am- 
erican people, an admirable side 
of its character which was often- 
times demonstrated to us in the 
recent years of need and distress.” 

CROP is the first cooperative 
church project in history and the 
largest reliéf collection program 
in existence. Since the beginning 
of CROP in 1947, more than 118,- 
000,000 pounds of commodities

For Cameraman And Her 
First Pictures Make ‘This Week’ 


New York —(NC)— “Inside pic- | 
tures of a cloister in the Bronx. 
Our photographer was barred, but 
his camera was not. A nun did 
the job:for him.” 

This legend accompanied a 
ture-story on the Discalced Car- 
melite Monastery in the Bronx, 
which appeared in This Week Mag- 
azine, popular syndicated Sunday 
supplement. An account of how 
the nun took the pictures has now 
appeared in Editor and Publisher, 
trade journal published here. It 
was quite a process. 


After two New York Herald 
Tribune staff men found that they 
could take only exterior pictures 
of the convent, they received per- 
mission to instruct a Sister in the 
complicated operation of a Speed 
Graphic news camera.

For instance, Rev. J. P. Valentin, 
a convert from the Anglican 
Church, tells us that he had “as- 
sumed” that his Church could be 
traced back to the time of the 
Apostles, and that Anglicans, quite 
generally, seem to like to believe 
inthe “continuity myth.” 

This Father Valentin tells us 
how surprised he was to discover 
that this “continuity idea” was so 
easy to refute. “It is assumed,” he 
says, “because of a-national pride. 
A state-established church would 
not like to admit that it was based 
on an entirely false foundation.” 
He discovered that “the ancient 
Church of England” did not exist 
at all except as the Catholic 
Church. 

He goes on to say that Anglo- 
Catholics are “extraordinarily 
subjective. Their clergy ‘feel’ that 
they are sacrificing priests; and 
the laity ‘feel’ that they have re- 
ceived the actual body and blood 
of the Lord in their Communion. 
Also they employ pot only our 
ceremonials, but alse our vocabu- 
lary and, thereby, give some Cath- 
Olics the mistaken impression that 
they are uncommonly close to the 
Catholic Church.” 

What he says about the Ang- 
lican Church could be said with 
equal truth about any other. They 
cannot trace the origin of their 
particular religious body back to 
Christ, nor, for that matter, back 
more than a little over 400 years. 
They cannot claim the marks of 


‘ the-true Church, such as “oneness,” 


because they are split Into many 
groups following different schools 
of thought. They evidently are not 
Apostolic, even though they may 
“claim” to have restored primitive 
Christianity. They are not Catholic 
in the sense of universal, and they 
lack the chief means of sanctifica- 
tion, or those things which make 
people holy. 

We do not write this to find 
fault, but, in answer to your ques- 
tion, to note that the Catholic 
Church actually has continuity 
from the Apostolic times, and has 
a oneness and a universality which 
no other religious body has. Neither 
do we attribute insincerity to mem- 
bers of other churches. They do 
not take the trouble to investigate 
because they have “assumed” that 
everything is all right with their 
Church.

The average non-Catholic has a 
very erroneous concept of the 
practice of Confession, which is 
only one part—and not the most 
important part—of the Sacrament 
of Penance. When Gilbert MK, 
Chesterton, the great English 
writer, and probably the greatest 
thinker in England of his day, was 
asked why he became a Catholic, 
he answered that there were many 
reasons, but that the principal 
reason was that he wished to have 
his sins fergiven. In other words, 
the confession idea made a great 
appeal to Chesterton. Who is there 
who would not join a religion, no 
matter how difficult, if he were 
absolutely certain that provision 
was made in that religion for the 
forgiveness of sins, which is ad- 
mittedly the only obstacle to sal- 
vation?

Don’t feel too badly if you don’t 
know, for many of us are in the 
same condition. If you don’t know 
the truth, however, you have a 
duty to learn as much of it as you 
can. Some of the answers about 
Extreme Unction will surprise you. 

Even its name has been a source 
of some confusion. The “‘Unction” 
is, of course, the annointing of the 
body with holy oils. But what about 
“Extreme”? Some believe that we 


call it. “Extreme” because it is the 
last of the sacraments usually ad- 
ministered. But scholarly writers 
prefer another explanation. It is 
Unction because a 
priest administers it to persons “in 
extremis,” that is, in danger of 
death from sickness, accident or 
old age. : 


Like the other Sacraments, it 
was instituted by Christ. St. 
James writes in his epistle, “Is any 
one among you sick? Let him 
bring in the presbyters (priests) 
of the Church, and let them pray 
over him, anointing him with oil 
in the name of the Lord. And the 
prayer of faith will save the sick 
man, and the Lord will raise him 
up, and if he be in sins, they shall 
be forgiven him.” 


St. Mark writes in his gospel that 
Christ summoned the Apostles and 
instructed them. Whereupon they

Even its name has been a source 
of some confusion. The “Unction” 
is, of course, the annointing of the 
body with holy oils. But what about 
“Extreme”? Some believe that we 


call it. “Extreme” because it is the 
last of the sacraments usually ad- 
ministered. But scholarly writers 
prefer another explanation. It is 
“Extreme” Unction because a 
priest administers it to persons “in 
extremis,” that is, in danger of 
death from sickness, accident or 
old age. ‘ 

Like the other Sacraments, it 
was instituted by Christ. St. 
James writes in his epistle, “Is any 
one among you sick? Let him 
bring in the presbyters (priests) 
of the Church, and let them pray 
over him, anointing him with oil 
in the name of the Lord. And the 
prayer of faith will save the sick 
man, and the Lord will raise him 
up, and if he be in sins, they shall 
be forgiven him.”

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School Erected 
By Sisters Of 
Mercy In 1881

A SHEAF of sixty-eight years 
may be applied to the period 
the Sisters of Mercy have spent in 
Red Bluff, for in February, 1881, 
seven members of the Order came 
to Red Blhwff from Yreka, Califor- 
nia, where they had taught and 
eared for the sick for ten years. 
The Sisters had originally come 
from Manchester, New Hampshire. 
where they had had the privilece 
of being associated with Mother 
Ward who was Superior there at 
the time. Mother Ward was one of 
the first seven Sisters of Mercy. 

* At Red Bluff the school was in- 
corporated according to the regula- 
tions then in force and was highly 
successful. 


In 1925 a thoroughly modern 
building was erected. The new 
building housed all the classrooms 
for both grades and high school 
and the dormitories for those wish- 
ing to remain under the care of the 
Sisters for the year. 


In 1942 a new convent was erect- 
ed for the sisters to live in. The 
convent is fronted with a spacious 
garden at the end of which stands 
a beautiful grotto of the Blessed 
Mother. Part of the Convent houses 
the music department of the school. 

Today the school has a good 
attendance. There are about a 
hundred and thirty children in the 
grammar school and forty in the 
high school. The high schoo] offers 
both college preparatory and com- 
mercial courses and is accredited 
to the University of California. 


The teaching staff consist of 
Sisters of Mercy and also lay 
teachers. Monsignor Wm. Coen 
and the Rev. James Poole help 
with instructions in Religion and 
Speech. About one half of the high 


school student are day scholars and 


the other half are boarders. 


We at Mercy are very proud of 
our wonderful school and feel that 
we are indeed privileged to have 
a -Catholic grammar and high 
school in a town with only a popu- 
lation of 5,000 people. : 


The Sisters of Mercy can indeed 
look back on the past sixty-eight 
years with pride and joy in a job 
well done.

A mistake that any of us can 
make is a reluctance to call a priest 
to administer Extreme Unction lest 
it frighten the sick person. If the 
help of a medical doctor does not 
frighten a person, why should the 
help of a spiritual doctor? Some 
authorities point out that it may 
even be sinful to delay the calling 
of a priest. This is one of our 
most beautiful and powerful sac- 
raments, and to deny it to a dying 
person is certainly wrong. 


Sacrament Of Living 


Extreme Unction is a Sacrament 
of the living. That is, it is intended 
for persons who are in the state of 
grace. It is validly administered 
only to Christians who have had 
the use of reason, and of course, 
they must be baptized, since Bap- 
tism is required for all other Sacra- 
ments. Usually, the Sacraments of 
Penance and Communion accom- 
pany Extreme Unction. 


The purpose of this last Sacra- 
ment is to give sanctifying grace 
to the sick person, in order to 
strengthen him in the temptations 
which may assail him in his serious 
illness. In other words, it adds to 
the grace of a good Confession. It 
remits his venial sins and cleans 
his soul from the remains of sin. 
Finally, says the Baltimore Cate- 
chism, “it takes away mortal sin 
when the sick person is unconscious 
er otherwise unaware that he is 


Extreme Unction is customarily 
followed by an Apostolic Blessing 
which grants a plenary indulgence 
to the one receiving it. This indul- 
gence, however, is gained only at 
the moment of death. 


Extreme Unction remits all or 
part of the temporal punishment 
due to sin (just as Confession has 
remitted the eternal punishment). 
With no impediment on the part 
of the sick person, forgiveness will 
be complete. Since we can never 
know fully. what is in the mind of 
another person, or how sintere his 
sorrow for sin, it is still proper to 
offer prayers after death for a per- 
son who has received this great 
Sacrament. We can be sure that if 
the object of our prayers does not 
need help. God will add our merits 
to that great storehouse from 
which the blessings of this Sacra- 
ment flowed when it was adminis- 
tered. 


May Be Help To Body 


A final benefit of Extreme 
Unction is the help it gives to our 
bodies. When St. James wrote that 
prayers would “save” the sick man, 
he meant in the spiritual sense. 
But it is amazing how often Ex- 
treme Unction is followed by re- 
markable physical recovery “as 
well. God in His wisdom may give 
the sick person more time on earth 
to work out his own salvation or 
even do good works for the benefit 
of others. 


Because of its nature, Extreme 
Unetion is not given to martyrs, 
soldiers going into battle or prison- 
ers awaiting execution. Such per- 
sons may receive

HE four cardinals of France 

sage vagy 2 sent a joint pastoral 
letter to read in the churches 
noting that “the-mission of the 
Church is essentially spiritual,” 
and that it cannot, therefore “join 
a Crusade in which are intermixed 
so many temporal and economic 
rivalries and interests.” 

At the same time the Cardinals 
pointed out that the Church can 
never ally itself with Capitalism 
any more than with Communism, 
both of which are materialistic, 
and the latter atheistic. It must, 
on religious and moral grounds, 


oppose any movement designed to, 


destroy religion which represent 
Almighty God’s interests in thi 
world. It can do this without sup- 
porting any paritcular party. 

What the Cardinals said about 
France is true about the Cath- 
olic Church throughout the world. 
Over here the Catholic Hierarchy 
is accused of meddling in politics 
—a charge in which there is not a 
grain of truth. 

Neither as a group nor individu- 
ally did members of the Catholic 
Hierarchy throw their support 
even to Al Smith when he was 
running for the Presidency, and 
when he was opposed by preachers 
in churches on the sole score of 
his religion. 

The Church’s program is al- 
ways constructive, and each Bish- 
op is permitted to follow his own 
way in building up the spiritual 
life of the Catholics under his 
jurisdiction. Any contrary conten- 
tion is used as a scare-crow, or- 
iginally initiated by anti-religious 
organizations, in the hope of un- 
iting the non-Catholic group to 
check the growth of the Catholic 
Church in this and other countries.

agricultural workers) are specifi- 
cally exempted even though they 
are engaged in producing things 
which will find their way into in- 
terstate commerce. Since there is 
no State in the Union with a min- 
imum wage law for the protection 
of men (there are laws which ap- 
ply to women workers), all those 
not engaged in interstate com- 
merce, and even some of those en- 
gaged in providing goods for inter- 
state commerce, are stil] unaided 
by minimum wage laws. 


It is interesting, in this connec- 
tion, that the Bishops’ Program of 
Social Reconstruction advocated 
only State living-wage laws, It did 
so because at the time the Consti- 
tution was so interpreted as to for- 
bid Federal laws on general wages. 
Instead of this limitation of the 
Bishops, Program being an argu- 
ment against Federal laws to cover 
most of the persons who are now 
under Federal jurisdiction, it is a 
further argument for State laws to 
cover those whom the Federal 
Government cannot or will not pro- 
tect. 


There were 11 main points in the 
Bishops’ Program of Social Re- 
construction, and on its 20th anni- 
versary in 1939, it was possible to 
say that 10 of these had been either 
wholly or partially translated into 
fact. 

The principal recommendations, 
as set forth in the foreward to a 
20th anniversary reprinting of the 
Bishops’ Program, were: 

(1) Minimum wage legislation; 
(2) insurance against unemploy- 
ment, sickness, invalidity, and old 
age; (3) a 16-year minimum age 
limit for working children; (4) the 
legal enforcement of the right of 
labor to organize; (5) continuation 
of the National War Labor Board, 
for this and other purposes affect- 
ing the relations of employers and 
employees; (6) a national employ- 
ment service; (7) public housing 
for the working classes; (8) no 
general education of war-time wag- 
es and a long-distance program of 
increasing them, not only for the 
benefits of labor but in order to 
bring that general prosperity 
which cannot be maintained with- 
out a wide distribution of purchas- 

power among the masses; (9) 
revention of excessive profits and 


a a regulation of 
rates which allows the owners of 


public utilities only a fair rate of 
return on their actual investment, 
and through progressive taxes on 
inheritance and income, and excess 
profits; (10) participation of labor 
in management and a wider distri- 
bution of ownership through co- 
operative enterprises and worker 
ownership in the stock of corpor- 
ations; (11) effective contro] of 
monopolies, even by the method of 
government competition if that 
should prove necessary. 


Number 10 was the only recom- 
mendation on which, in 1939, no 
appreciable progress had _ been 
made.

Frankfurt—(NC)—Terming the resolution calling for a 
share of labor in the management and profits of industry, 
which was unanimously adopted at the recent Bochum “Kath- 
olikentag,” a step of “far-reaching and almost revolutionary 
importance,” and stressing the need of putting the sentiments 
thus expressed into practice, Archbishop Lorenz Jaeger of 


Paedrborn has established an “In. 
stitute for Catholic Social Ac- 
tion.” 


Located at Brackel, near Dort- 
mund, the institute is under the 


direction of the Rev. Wilhelm 
Hameyer, a Bochum priest widely 
known for his achievements in 
the field of Church-labor relations. 
The institute is t6 train both 
clergy and laity, men and wo- 
men, young and old, for the task 
of promoting these relations in 
the spirit of the social encyclicals. 


Considerable controversy had 
arisen in connection with the 
Bochum resolution on the ground 
that it was going too far in try- 
ing to reconcile socialistic ideas 
with Catholic doctrine. On the 
other hand, misgivings among 
Catholic trade union men lest the 
new West German government be 
tied up too closely with the right- 
wing parties and lose contact 
with the labor groups have found 
articulate expression. Fears are 
voiced by the latter that the Ad- 
enauer government might become 
too closely involved with elements 
hostile to labor and thus drive 
the Socialist party, headed by Dr. 
Kurt Schumacher, into a coali- 
tion with the communists. As a 
matter of fact, the Socialists al- 
ready are facing dissension in 
their own ranks on the ground 
that they are too conservative in 
their social policies. 


The trade unions have given an 
enthusiastic welcome to the Boch- 
um resolution and sent its full 
text to their numerous branch or- 
ganiations. The Church has spok- 
en through His Eminence Josef 
Cardinal Frings, Archbishop of 
Cologne, who publicly expressed 
his full approval of the Sochud 
move, cautioning at the same 
time that while it is a move in 
the right direction, one should not 
expect it to be carried out in 
practice except step by step. In 


his recent brochure _ entitled, 
“Responsibility and Co-Responsi- 
bility in Industry,” Cardinal 


Frings has stressed the very prin- 
ciple of a share of labor in the 
management of business, speci- 
fying the conditions that must be 
tent by the regime in a decree is- 
met in individual instances, if 
the cooperation between manage- 
ment and labor is to be truly ef- 
fective and in harmony with Chris- 
tian doctrine. 


The institute sponsored by 
Archbishop Jaeger is to devote 
careful study to all these prob- 
lems. It is hoped that the results 
will contribute toward real pro- 
gress in this field and also help 
lessen the tensions in the political 
field, which are the consequence 
of divergent views affecting the 
whole governmental program. ; In 
the long run, observers feel, only 
a sound middle road as stretched 
in the social encyclicals of the 
Church can provide a satisfactory 
solution. ’

Eastern Meetings 
Complete 1949 
Confraternity Schedule 


Washington — (NC)—Two east- 
ern Regional Congresses of the 
Confraternity of Christian Doc- 
trine this month will complete the 
1949 schedule of Confraternity 
meetings. In ten such Congresses 
61 diocese have observed a recom- 
mendation from the Sacred Con- 
gregation of the Council that local 
meetings be observed in every na- 
tion, province, or diocese in 1949 
in preparation for the Interna- 
tional Congress of Religious In- 
gaa at Rome in October, 
1950. 


At Erie, from November 12 
through 14, the Province of Phila- 
delphia will meet at the invitation 
of Bishop John Mark Gannon. Rep- 
resentatives from Philadelphia, Al- 
toona, Erie, Harrisburg, Pitts- 
burgh, and Scranton, as well as 
from Cleveland, will be in attend- 
ance. 


The Province of Baltimore will 
meet in Baltimore, November 18- 
20, at the invitation of Archbishop 
Francis P, Keough. The Archdio- 
ceses of Baltimore and Washing- 
ton, and the Dioceses of Charles- 
ton, Raleigh, Richmond, St. Augus- 
tine, Savannah-Atlanta, Wheeling 
and Wilmington will be represent- 
ed at this Congress. 

Meanwhile, it was announced 
at the National CCD Center here 
that a general national Congress of 
the Confraternity of Christian 
Doctrine will be held in Chica 
in ovember, 1951. Originally 
scheduled to be held in that city 
in October, 1950, the meeting has
